Whether  they  do  it  from  sheer  oppo¬ 
sition  to  tbe  Conservatives,  or  whether 
they  are  really  in  earnest  in  thoir  pro¬ 
fessions,  the  frieudly  feelings  tbe  Lit>- 
erals  of  Great  Britain  have  expressed  to 
the  United  States  at  the  a^feembliug  of 
parliament  must  eventuate  to  onr  ad¬ 
vantage  aud  to  the  maintenance  of 
friendly  relations.

Most*  Davi*,  a  weU-kuowu  citizen  of 
Bio  >mfield,  died  at  bit  Lome  on  Oakland 
Ave.,  late  Tuesday  afternoon,  after  a  linger¬ 
ing  iltnem),  of  JiRbetta  Ho  w.«  66  year*  of 
a^e  and  prominent  iu  Masonic  circles,  be 
ing  tbe  oldest  member  of  Bloomfield  Lodge, 
of  which  he  wns  formerly  tyler.  H-.  was 
for  many  year*  a  constable  in  the  township 
and  mt-de  several  noted  arrests.  He  wus  at 
onp  time  head  engineer  at  the  Essex  County 
Asylum  for  the  Intone,  ou  South  Orange 
Ave.
